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BACK IN THE 1890’s the greatest attraction of Buffalo Bill’s Wild West Show was Frank Butler, Champion 
sharpshooter. In Cincinnati, however, he unexpectedly meets his Waterloo in the person of Annie Oakley, a back- 
woods girl from Darke County, whose shooting prowess is incredible. 

In a contest with Frank, she beats him when he misses one shot, but at the same time falls hopelessly in love 
with him. To be near him, she accepts a job as Frank’s assistant in Buffalo Bill’s show and as time goes on, 
Frank is won by Annie’s devotion and decides to make her his partner. 

While playing in St. Paul, Buffalo Bill finds that he is going broke, and to make matters worse, his rival, 
Pawnee Bill, is playing in Minneapolis. To counteract Pawnee’s rumoured signing of the famous Sitting Bull as 
a special attraction, Buffalo Bill, together with his manager, Charlie Davenport, persuades Annie to present a 
sensational motorcycle act. This completely overshadows Frank’s act. He furiously calls off their romance, leaves 
Buffalo Bill’s show and joins forces with Pawnee Bill. Annie’s heart is broken, but Sitting Bull is so intrigued with 
Annie and her act that he adopts her into the tribe as his daughter and also furnishes the necessary funds for 
the show to go on a tour of Europe. 

Europe provides an artistic triumph for Annie and Buffalo Bill, but financially they are broke and forced to 
return via a cattle boat. 

Back in New York, Buffalo Bill merges with Pawnee Bill and Annie and Frank are reunited only to start up 
the old quarrel. On the way over to Governor’s Island for a final contest, Sitting Bull and Charlie fix Annie’s guns 
so that she loses the contest but wins Frank. 


The show concludes with the declaration by the whole cast that “There’s No Business Like Show Business.”
